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A S H I N G TON 
the soldier was 
entirely another 
being from Wash­ 
ington the patri­ 
cian, whose noble 
manners and lof­ 
ty purposes drew 
oat the reverence 
of the American 
people. 
He was 
the gentleman in 
camp 
and 
on 
h o r s e b a c k , of 
but the gentleman with the na- 
nonsense taken out of him by con­ 
tact with tho rough side of life. 
Like 
<*,o of the modern blue blood* translated 
from Oxford or H arvard to the wild 
^ e s of tho plains, he had learned be­ 
fire called to tho high command to re- 
et men for manhood alone, for phys­ 
io l strength and courage, for loyalty 
ami endurance. 
Braddock despised the 
Virginia provincials whom W ashington, 
tbtn a young stall officer, proposed to 
throw around the am bushed arm y at 
tfouongakola for a defense. B ut W ash­ 
ington knew his men and knew the 
value of hush fighting in th at bonier 
warfare. He saved tho haughty English 
from total massacre. So, later, the B rit­ 
t s officers despised the ragged and un ­ 
military rebels who dared stand before 
Urn trained battalions of Europe. W ash­ 
ington had served w ith B ritish officers 
aud had learns! to estim ate the prowess 
af British troops. H is faith in the u lti­ 
mate trium ph of the rebels was practi­ 
cal not sentimental. 
He won the fight 
by bard work, not by luck, nor yet by 
the favor of the gods. 
When Virginia was discussing what 
Ae should do to assist Boston in her 
*gbt with the British, Colonel Wash­ 
ington said, “ If need be, I will raise 
1,000 men, subsist them at my own ex­ 
pense and march them to the relief of 
Boston.” He had in mind the moun­ 
taineers aud hunters of the Virginia 
borders, whom he knew and who know 
him. When Patrick Henry ottered be­ 
fore the continental congress the burn­ 
ing appeal ending with the words, 
“Give me liberty or give me death,” 
Washington stood calm ly by, dressed 
kl bis uniform of colonel, with his sword 
buckled on ready to march at the word. 
It was a bold hand th a t the V irginia 
•olonel put to tho task of m aking soldiers 
out of m ilitia aud minutemen. 
The 
troops at Cambridge were chiefly New 
Boglander*!, who were rebels against all 
authority as smacking of kingly nile. 
He gave them to understand th at the 
Far was not to be sim ply a holiday of 
thrashing the hated redcoats, but a long 
struggle, where patriotism and loyalty 
must be tried in the fire. 
Incom petent 
and dishonest officers were cashiered, 
although they had been elected by the 
men. 
His firmness and habit of order 
drew the adm iration of the best 'dement, 
and he found such New Englanders as 
Stark, the Green m ountain ran g er; P u t­ 
nam, the Connecticut farm er and Greene, 
the studious Rhode Island mechanic, 
ready to stand'by every act for the dis- 
eipline of the army. 
W ashington's 
first campaign, 
the 
siege of 'Boston, was attended w ith all 
manner of difficulties. He had to create 
a navy to cope w ith B ritish ships, to 
satisfy the stay at borne counselors of 
the colonies, who, like most stay at 
homes, were full of fight, and more than 
once found his plans thw arted by a 
•euncil of bis chief officers upon whom 
he depended to lead in attacks. 
M ean­ 
while the commander w as busy w ith 
grand strategy. 
He sent Arnold and 
Montgomery to Canada, 
a brilliant 
move, but oue that came to disaster 
through the untim ely death of Mont 
gomery and the w ounding of Arnold. 
At the end of six m onths, three of them 
winter months at that, from the time 
he had an arm y fit for action Boston 
was clear of the B ritish for good. 
After Boston the points of importance 
were Philadelphia and New York, both 
more exposed to naval attacks than Bos­ 
ton, the cradle of the rebellion. 
The 
colonies had next to no navy, and W ash­ 
ington entered upon a defensive w arfare 
lo keep the B ritish on the coast and pro­ 
long the struggle u n til the enemy was 
worn out or outside help should come 
Bringing the army to New York, W ash­ 
ington yielded nothing w ithout a light. 
cut at the same tim e saved his strength 
for better purposes than the attem pt to 
d fend untenable ground. 
New York 
Was bound to fall to the B ritish, but ho 
Raw to it that it was not made a base 
for operations in the Hudson river val­ 
ley, which would cut the colonies in 
two. 
He fought some lively battles, or 
skirmishes 
rather, w hich raised tho 
hopes of his soldiers and of the colonial 


near ?ne seaboard preserving an open roan 
between the Hudson and tho south. 
He 
was always w ithin reach of the Hudson 
and of Maryland and Virginia. 
His 
gritty at its best was never the equal of 
tim British la num bers had they been 
brought into action. 
Often they bad 
20, OOO to 80,000 in New York, while 
W ashington stood ward outside with 
less than 5,000. 
To compare W ashington w ith the 
great generals of modern tim es would 
be unjust to him. 
He h a d n 't the army 
for great battles. Ho waged a long aud 
tedious warfare for national existence, 
aud although rarely victorious be was 
never driven to the wall. He was a pio­ 
neer soldier, leading motley and tempo­ 
rary hands of pioneers against an old 
md strong m ilitary power.

erate with W ashington. C ongree aban­ 
doned Philadelphia and appointed W ash­ 
ington dictator. Lee was captured while 
sleeping far outside his lines, and these 
events raised W ashington upon a pedes­ 
tal in the eyes of the soldiers and the 
people. The m ilitary power of the Revo­ 
lution centered in him. There soon fol­ 
lowed the brilliant stroke at Trenton 
and Princeton. 
In these affairs he took 
the greatest chances, and both were 
nearly lost by the failures of his combi­ 
nations, the most delicate plans in war. 
But W ashington came out of them vic­ 
torious bv the display of the highest 
courage. 
His tactics at Trenton and 
Princeton, as well as alth o Brandywine 
and Germ antown in the same field, are 
op* ii to criticism , but in each case the 
situation called for action and W ash­ 
ington was forced to risk much upon the 
fidelity and ability of bis generals. The 
not result of the Trenton and Princeton 
campaign was to tree New Jersey of the 
British, except the northeast corner, 
aud save Philadelphia for a time. 
W ashington settled down for the w in­ 
ter at M orristown with only 1,000 long 
service troops, but whim spring opened 
in J777 be bad an army of 7,000 under 
able generals. 
The British divided the 
attention of the revolutionists by j u k ­ 
ing on Philadelphia from the Chesa­ 
peake bay aud from Canada down Lake 
Champlain toward Albany.

In that battle W ashington displayed 


a g a i n the qualities of a fighting general. 
Like Napoleon, he dashed to the front 
to cheer on aud direct his men. 
At the 
same tim e he did not give way to battle 
frenzy, although he lost his temper over 
the contem ptible conduct of Lee. Lafa­ 
yette proved a hero, boy that be was. 
W hile the alliance w ith France came 
In good tim e to cheer ou the revolu 
Zionists, it increased the difficulties of 
the commander in chief. 
W ithout the 
French navy there was little hope of 
success, but the French adm irals had 
their own views of the plan of action. 
Furtherm ore, tile revolutionists e x p o s­ 
ed too much of the French, and another 
task was laid upon W ashington’sshoul- 
der*— to keep his people to their work. 
Besides planning 
campaigns 
ho was 
forced to do the work of a national lead­ 
er, a leader bearing upon his Rword the 
fate of the country. The campaigns u n ­ 
dertaken by the French were failures, 
aud the British gained territory nu the 
coast. 
Finally W ashingou asked La­ 
fayette to go to Franc™ and secure a 
fleet and au arm y which should be un­ 
der his own direction. 
It arrived at 
Newport in the summer of 17*0, and 
while W ashington was there conferring 
with the French leaders Arnold plottt^d 
the base treason which was to give his 
commander another cruel 
blow. 
He 
bad trusted the brilliant soldier of 
Quebec and Saratoga and given him 
that opportunity to betray the citadel 
of the Hudson valley. 
But the nerve of the warrior loader 
was not to bo shaken now that the hour 
had come for a decisive blow. 
The 
troops of Rochambeau united with the 
continental 
forces gave him for the 
first tim e in tho war an army. The fleet 
also gave the needed sea power to attack 
where tho B ritish were strongest, along 
the coast. 
Tho main British army^ was 
in the south under Cornwallis. 
W ash­ 
ington sent Greene to tho south with 
orders not to fight for positions, but to 
draw Cornwallis northward. 
Morgan 
was also in the south with his V irgin­ 
ians. 
Both these brilliant soldiers, the 
mountaineer aud the blacksmith, had 
been driven from tho service by the in­ 
gratitude of congress, but W ashington s 
appeal caused them to buckle on their 
swords for the last cast. 
Lafayette 
an 
sent to V irginia with an army, and after 
many a useless chase Cornwallis retired 
to the seaboard at Yorktown. 
W ashington left strong garrisons on 
the Hudson, and with about 7,000 sol- 
diers threatened to attack New York. 
He hovered w ithin striking distance, 
gradually moving southward, and reach­ 
ing New Brunswick made a forced 
march to the head of the (chesapeake. 
By w ater the army was transported to 
tho York, and with the aid of the 
French fleet and the troops on shipboard 
the allies laid siege to Yorktown. They 
o u tn u m b e re d the British, and re-enforce

HE WAS A BORN LEADER. 


I n te r e s tin g R e m in isc e n c e * o f tin e o f W a sh ­ 
ington** C om rad o* In A rm *. 
“ W ashington hart the stuff in him 
au<i the kind of mind that enable a 
mail to govern aud 
influence 
otht r 
men,** said General W illiam O. Butler, 
a son of one of the four famous “ fight­ 
ing Butlers” of the Revolution, himself 
a m ajor general in the Mexican war and 
a candidate for the vice presidency who 
burely un snort being elected. 
“ My fa­ 
ther knew General W ashington as in ti­ 
mately as did any of his sta ff,"sa id 
General Butler in 1865. 
“ He always said that General Wash­ 
ington possessed more of the qualities 
that go to make up a great man than 
any of the leading figures of the Revo­ 
lution. 
Greene came next to W ashing 
ton, he thought, in force aud ability. 
No other man could have done w hat he 
did. 
Modern historians have but little 
idea of the difficulties W ashington ex­ 
perienced. O utride of his position as 
general in chief there were so many 
things to worry and annoy him. 
The 
chief m ilitary trouble was w ith his 
own intim ate friends, relating to ques 
lions of rank. Especially difficult was 
General W ashington's position when 
Lafayette came to our aid, and co n g ree 
as you know, made him a m ajor gener­ 
al at once. This action greatly offended 
the older officers, hot headed fellows, 
sturdy, dashing fighter#—generals of 
brigades, and colonels who had made 
the continental line what it was—aud 
yet they had to take their orders from a 
man but 22 years of ago, who had never 
been andor lire and was even unable at 
first to comm unicate w ith his officers 
except through an interpreter.” 
“ In the paoilloation of these officers 
General W ashington showed thegreatest 
tact, ” said General Butler. “ * Yes, gen * 
tinm en,1 he said to them, ‘it is true that 
Lafayette is but 22, that he was made a 
major general by congress upon my rec­ 
ommendation. W hat else could Ido? Ho 
brought us 12,000 stand of the beat m us­ 
kets Europe could produce' (tho^French 
’m usket of that day weighed 9 pounds, 
was very carefully made, had a particu­ 
larly good lock, while the English fire 
lock weighed ll pounds, aud its lock 
was clumsy, badly fitted aud very prone 
to miss fire) ‘aud 6,000 sabers, 2,000 
pairs of m ilitary pistols and bits for bri 
dies, and the stirrups and othoT iron­ 
work for saddles, besides 1,800 cavalry 
carbines or m Hake toon s. W ithout these 
arm s we could never have equipped our 
army. Then he brought aud caused to 
bo sent to us about $500,000 in gold. It 
is not too much to say that but for La­ 
fayette’s aid just at the tim e it came 
our army m ust have beeu disbanded for 
waut of equipm ent aud arms. ’ 
•‘These representations soon quieted 
the testy and bot blooded continental 
generals when they were made in his 
forcible way by General W ashington.” 


A R elic o f W ash in gton ’* T im e. 
At the foot of W ard's heroic statue 
of Washington nu the high steps of the 
subtreasury building is a broad pieoe of 
stone carefully covered with a wire 
grating. It is so placed that .should the 
imago of the im m ortal Father of His 
Country come to life aud step down 
from his lofty pedestal he would stand 
on the same Hpot where occurred the 
crowning trium ph of his career. Through 
the protecting grating can be read the 
following dim inscription, “ Standing 
OO this stone, in the bu loony of Federal 
hall, April 30, 1789, George W ashing­ 
ton took the oath f*s first president of 
the United States of Am erica.” 
When 
old Federal hall was demolished, the 
sacred stone was carefully preserved, 
aud it now occupies as nearly as possi­ 
ble the same position as before. Few peo­ 
ple have ever noticed it on the high base 
of the status, where it is fittingly placed 
as oue of the relics of the nation’s birth.

Tho scope of their work is the explora­ 
tion of the ship’s bottom generally, the 
disentanglement of cables from the 
propeller shafts and sometimes the 
search for a lost torpedo or anchor. 
Such work rarely cames them deeper 
than 25 feet into the water and it is said 
that for operations in deeper water, 
such as would lx» involved in examina­ 
tion of the Maine’s bottom, their train­ 
ing has not fitted them. 
They are also lacking in that kind of 
skill necessary to enable a diver to grope 
his way safely through the internal 
parts of a mighty ship like the Maine, 
tom and dismembered as she is, and 
this work is highly dangerous. 
Creep­ 
ing through iron-bound passages and 
groping for the doors of tho numerous 
Watertight bulkheads which divide the 
hull into many compartments, on slimy 
floors and in perfect darkness requires 
the highest expert skill, and that is why 
Captain Sigsbee with only his sailor 
divers at command had not been able 
to do much so tar toward unraveling 
the mystery of the Maine’s untimely 
Mid.

more than an inc h thick. 
Af to what 
caused a boiler to explode; whether a 
disguised bomb in the coal, low water 
or faulty construction, they do not now 
undertake to say. 
When Secretary I/m g’s attention was 
called to reports that he had taken offi­ 
cial cognizance of the criticisms of the 
American navy by tho Spanish Captain 
Sobral, tin* secretary said that he had 
called tho subject to the attention of 
the state department, with a view of 
having an inquiry made by that branch. 
Tin* particular expression to which the 
secretary had directed tho attention of 
the state department was the following, 
attributed to Captain Sobral: 
“ It, was the result of an explosion 
inside of the ship, which took place rn 
one of tho forward magazines. 
The 
fact of the matter is that the discipline 
and w atch observed on the ship were 
very lax. This, as one English news­ 
paper declared the other day, is the case 
on American warships generally. This 
sort of thing has occurred on previous 
occasions on American war vessels. ” 
The secretary said that he had not 
nailed attention to those other features 
of Captain ^obral’s alleged interview, 
in which he refers to the possibilities of 
war and to the information he had 
gained while naval attache of the Span­ 
ish legation. 
As a whole Mr. Long aid not treat 
the Sobral matter as profoundly se rious. 
Assistant Secretary Day would not 
discuss the Sobral matter. It is under­ 
stood, however, that the state depart­ 
ment d(K‘s not attach deep significance 
to the r«i>orted remarks of Sobral, 
o w in g to his minor position. 
At the 
same time it is felt that he should not 
be making such remarks as are at­ 
tributed to bim. 
As Secretary Long has called official 
attention to 
them, the 
department 
would doubtless take steps to learn 
whether the interview was accurate by 
making a request on the Spanish lega­ 
tion. It can bt) stated positively, how­ 
ever, that reports that the state depart­ 
ment made such a request of the Span­ 
ish legation are incorrect. Nothing has 
been done thus far, and an unexpected 
development so changes the aspect of 
the Sobral case that the state depart­ 
ment may not feel that it is necessary to 
prod**! further. 
This development was that Captain 
Sobful’* services as mi val attache at 
Washington were officially terminated 
by Sjiain alout four weeks ago. It came 
from Senor Du Bosce, charge d ’affaires 
of the Spanish legation, who, when his 
attention was called to the Sobral case, 
gave the following authorized state­ 
ment: 
“ As regards this reported interview, 
I know nothing about it, beyond what 
J have seen in the papers. I should 
imagine Mr. Sobral far too prudent to 
say anything calculated to offend broth­ 
ers in arms. At the same time, I should 
state tnat on Jan. 24 last Captain 
Sobral ceased to be a member of this 
lea gation, ac cording to royal decrees, 
which gazetted as his successor Lieuten­ 
ant Ramon Carr aaa y Regura.” 
Owing to the royal decree relieving 
Captain Sobral, it is said, he at present 
occupies the position merely of a private 
citizen. 
He is at present in New York, 
meeting his old naval friends on the 
Vizcaya, but his official 
status a.4- 
Spain's naval attache to the legation is 
said to ha ve terminated when the decree 
was gazetted last month. It is a usual 
formality to notify the department of 
such a change, but owing to the excit­ 
ing events of recent days this notifica­ 
tion of the Spanish decree was not con­ 
veyed to the authorities here at the time 
it occurred.

•olunel put to the task of making soldiers 
out of m ilitia aud minutemen.

troops at Cambridge were chiefly New 
llnglanderH, who were rebels against all 
authority as smacking of kingly nile.

He hadn't the army 
for great battles. Ho waged a long and 
tedious warfare for national existence, 
aud although rarely victorious be was 
never driven to the wall. He was a pio­ 
neer soldier, leading motley and tempo­ 
rary liaods of pioneers against an old 
md strong military power.

The rebels could stand Deroro 
the redcoats one to five and give a good 
account of themselves. West Point was 
made a bulwark against British advance 
up the Hudson 
Ho far W ashitgton had clung to the 
defensive in Ria new field. Next he en­ 
tered upon a double line of strategy—to 
bold on t i New England while keeping 
tho British from controlling New Je r­ 
sey and th I Delaware river as a new 
bas- 1 for rnttiug the colonies in two. 
W ail but 3,000 poorly clad aud half 
starved troops he took position in Penn­ 
sylvania behind the Delaware, in De­ 
cern ber, 1776. 
General Charles Lee. 
the second in command, had a larger 
army in the field, but refused to co-op­ 
erate with Washington. Congress aban­ 
doned Philadelphia and appointed Wash­ 
ington dictator. Lee was captured while 
sleeping far outside his lines, and these 
events raised Washington upon a pedes­ 
tal in the eyes of the soldiers and the 
people. The military power of the Revo­ 
lution cantered in him. There soon fol­ 
lowed the brilliant stroke at Trenton 
and Princeton. 
In those affairs he took 
the greatest chances, and both were 
nearly lost by the failures of his combi­ 
nations, the most delicate plans in war. 
But Washington came oat of them vic­ 
torious by the display of the highest 
oouraga 
His tactics at Trenton aud 
Princeton, as well as at the Brandywine 
and Germantown in the same field, are 
op* ii to criticism, bat in each case tho 
situatiou called for action and Wash­ 
ington was forced to risk much upon tho 
fidelity and ability of his generals. Tho 
not result of the Trenton aud Princeton j 
campaign was to (roo New Jersey of tho 
British, except tho northeast corner, 
aud save Philadelphia for a time. 
Washington settled down for the win­ 
ter ut Morristown w ith only 1,000 long 
service troops, but w hen spring opened 
iii 1777 he had un army of 7,OOO under 
abl*- generals. 
The British divided the 
attention of tho revolutionists by mov­ 
ing on Philadelphia from the Chesa­ 
peake bay aud from Canada down Lake 
Champlain toward Albany. For defense 
it the nbrtb Washington sent Daniel 
Morgan aud his Virginia riflemen to 
Albany aud appealed to tho New York 
and New England patriots to arise and 
meet tho invader. 
With his own army 
ho kept Howe occupied around Phila­ 
delphia, although be lost the battle of 
Brandywine aud Germantown. 
After 
the surrender of Burgoyne at Saratoga 
he asked for the continental troops serv­ 
ing with the army there under (fates to 


3 0 UI8 to his aid iii aecuriug the forts on 
the Delaware, aud thus cut Howe off 
from direct communications with the 
aea. They wero not scut, and the Dela­ 
ware line was lost. 
Washington w* ut 
into cam p at Valley Forge. Ho bad been 
the victim of a base conspiracy to un 
derm inc his power, hut kept up his own 
spirit and that of bis men during that 
trving time by looking for aid from 
France. 
lafayette had joined him at 
Pi ii lad! lpbia. and during tho winter the 
treaty of alliance was signed. 
Early in the spring (General Howe re­ 
sig n ed ^ * British command ut Phila­ 
delphia, aud his successor, Clintoo.cvac- 
oat. <1 the city, tahiti* 
a™ ?

y.irk. Seeing a chance n» cripple the 
British en the march, W allington p an 
tied an attack at Monmouth aud wa. 
robbed of a brilliant victory by the 


treachery or Charles Lice, woo nad re­ 
turned from captivity to his command. 
In that batth* Washington displayed 
again the qualities of a fighting general. 
Like Napoleon, he dashed to the front 
to cheer on aud direct his men. 
At the 
same time he did not give way to battle 
frenzy, although he lost his temper over 
the contemptible conduct of Lee. Lafa­ 
yette proved a hero, boy that he was. 
While the alliance with France came 
in good time to cheer on the revolu­ 
tionists, it increased the difficulties of 
the commander in chief. 
Without the 
French navy there was little hope of 
«ucores, but the French admirals bad 
their own view* of the plan of action. 
Furthermore, the revolutionists expect­ 
ed too ranch of the French, mid another 
task was laid upon Washington's shoul­ 
ders—to keep his people to their work. 
Besides planning campaigns 
he was 
for,,cd to do the work of a national load­ 
er, a leader bearing upon bis sword the 
fate of the country. The campaigns un­ 
dertaken by the French were failures, 
and the British gained territory on the 
coast. 
Finally W ashin^on asked La­ 
fayette to go to Franci™ aud secure a 
fleet aud au army which should be un­ 
der his own direction. 
It arrived at 
Newport in the summer of I THO, and 
while Washington was there conferring 
with the French leaders Arnold plotted I 
the baw* treason which wa* to give his i 
commander another cruel blow. 
He 
bail trusted the brilliant soldier of 
(Quebec and .Saratoga aud given him 
that opportunity to betray the citadel 
of the Hnd.-ou valley. 
But the nerve of the warrior leader 
was not to be shaken now that the hour 
had come for a decisive blow. 
The 
troops of Rochaiubean united with the 
continental forces gave him for the 
first time iii the war an army. The fleet 
alw) gave the needed sea power to attack 
where the British were strongest, along 
the coast. The main British army wax 
in the south under Gory Wallis. 
Wash 
itiglon sent Greene to the sooth with 
orders not to fight for positions, but to 
draw Cornwallis northward. Morgan 
was also in ihe sooth with his Virgin 
iaus. 
Both these brilliant soldiers, the 
mountaineer aud the blacksmith, had 
beeu driven from the service by the in­ 
gratitude of congress, but Washington's 
appeal ennead them to buckle on their 
swords for the last cast. 
lafayette was 
gent to Virginia with an army, aud after 
many a useless chase Cornwallis retired 
to the seaboard at Yorktown. 
Washington left strong garrisons on 
the Hudson, aud with about 7,000 sol­ 
diers threatened to attack New York. 
He hovered within striking distance, 
gradually moving southward, and reach­ 
ing New Brunswick made a forced 
march to the head of the Chesapeake. 
By water the army was transported to 
the York, and with the aid of the 
French fleet and the tr-wip* on shipboard 
the a llies laid siege to Yorktown. They 
outnumbered the British, end re-enforce­ 
ments f o r Cornwallis were cat off by 
the French ihips. Yorktown fell, a tri 
aroph of strategy. 
Washington struck 
the enemy where he was weak with the 
most men, but it was only by the most 
skillful planning that be caught his en 
euiy in position favorable for the blow. 
The resu lt showed Washington’s gen­ 
ius in bolding on to New Jersey and 
while risking all to keep the enemy

Interesting Rem iniscences of One of W ash- > 
luffton’a Comrades In Arms. 
"W ashington had tho stuff in him* 
and tim kind of miud that enable a 
mail to govern and 
influence other 
men," .mid General William O. Butler, 
a Nm of one of the four famous “ fight­ 
ing Butler*” of the Revolution, himself 
a major general iu th*) Mexican war and 
a candidate for the vice presidency who 
barely mimed being elected. "My fa­ 
ther knew (tencral Washington as inti­ 
mately as did any of his staff," mid 
General Butler in 1865. 
"H e always mid that General Wash­ 
ington possessed more of the qualities 
that go to make up a great man than 
any of the leading figure* of the Revo­ 
lution. Greene came next to Washing- 
toil, he thought, in force and ability. 
No other man could have done what he 
did. 
Modern hiMtoriau* have hat little 
idea of the difficulties Washington ex­ 
perienced. outside of bis position as 
general in chief there were so many 
tiling* to worry and annoy him. The 
chief military trouble was with his 
own intimate friends, relating to ques­ 
tion* of rank. Especially difficult was 
General Washington’s position when 
Lafayette came to our aid, and congress, 
us you know, made him a major gener­ 
al ut once. This action greatly offended 
the older officers, hot Iii adod fellows, 
Nturdy, dashing fighters—generals of 
brigades, and colonels who had made 
the continental line what it was—end 
yet they had to take their orders from a 
man I'tit 22 years of age, who had never 
beeu under lire and was even unable at 
first to communicate with his officers 
except through an interpreter." 
" In the pacification of these officer* 
General Washington showed the greatest 
tart, ” said General Butler. " ' Yes, gnu - 
Hemen,’ he said to them, ‘it is true that 
Lafayette is but 22, that he was made rn 
major general by congress upon my rec­ 
ommendation. What else coaid I do? Ho 
brought us 12,000 stand of the best mus­ 
kets Europe could produce’ (the'French 
musket of that day weighed ll pounds, 
was very carefully made, had a particu­ 
larly good lock, while the English fire 
loc k weighed 11 pounds, aud its look 
was clumsy, badly fitted and very prone 
to miss fire) ’aud 5,000 sabres, 2,000 
pairs of military pistols aud bite for b ri­ 
dles, and the stirru p and other iron- 
wo tit for saddles, besides 1,800 cavalry 
carbines or musketoous. Without these 
arms we could never have equipped our 
army. Then he brought aud caused to 
be sent to us about $500,000 in gold. It

“ These representations soon quieted 
the testy ami bot blooded continental 
generals when they were made in his 
forcible way by General W ashington."
